thus made it possible to produce a 
vaccine. And again it is the Army 
which is mow planning to have 
all its personnel vaccinated with 
me new vaccine by the end of the 

On April 18 a newspaper item 
reported an influenza outbreak in 
Hong Kong. The same day the 
Army Surgeon General cabled the 
Chief Surgeon of the Army Forces 
in the Far East requesting that an 
epidemioloist be sent to investi- 
gate this report. 

Just 34 days later a team head- 
ed by Dr. Maurice R. Hileman, 
chief of the Department Respira- 
tory Diseases at the Waiter Reed 
Army Institute of Research, iden- 
tified this viruse as one different 
from any known influenza strain. 

As soon as the virus Was iden- 
tified, the Army Institute of Re- 
search advised manufacturers by 
telephone of the significance of 
this new strain, ard of its pos- 
sible importance as the basis for 
a new vaccine. : 

This early action by the Army 
in considering the need for mass 
vaccination prompted the phar- 
maceutical industry to develop a 
vaccine. A commercial vaccine 
will thus be available sooner than 
could otherwise have been ex- 
pected. ' 

At the present six manufacturers 
of the vaccine are working around 
the clock—21 shifts a week—to 
turn out some 8,000,000 doses by 
the end of the summer. 

Of these 8,000,000 one-half will 
go to the armed forces. All mili- 
tary personnel will be immunized 
with the new vaccine before the 
end of 1957. 

The new vaccine will be used 
in place of the old formula, 
which has been given to military 
personnel each fall for several 
years. It is anticipated that de- 
livery of the vaccine end the in- 
stitution of vaccinations will be- 
gin in September. 


A second vaccination may be 


ordered later in the season, de- 
pending on future developments 
No significant oceurance Of flu 
has developed in Third Army ti 
date. 

The Public Health Service, whicl. 
hag been carrying the load o. 
the immunization program since 
the Army’s first big step, expects 
to have 60,000,000 doses by the 
end of January, 1958.
